School Design Breaks With Tradition 


Is it a castle? 

Is it a cavalry barn? 

Is it Fort Apache? 

No? It is the design for the Ban= 
croft School which is proving such

If the plan,and ultimately the 
building, prove equally stimulat=- 
ing to the imaginations of elemen= 
tary age boys and girls, then 
Architect William D, Warner will 
have achieved one of his objectives 
which was to create a design that 
would ‘‘minimize the usual in= 
stitutional look’? of schools and 
produce a child-oriented environ= 
ment - ‘fan environment in which 
children can learn about theme 
selves, the world . .. and the 
discoveries and histories of all 
civilizations,””

At the heart of the school is the 
resources center, combining 
library functions with research 
and audio-visual facilities, Two- 
level classroom areas open to 
this center on three sides, On the 
fourth side are the administra= 
tion and special instructional 
areas, providing connection but 
separation from the gym and cafe~ 
torium on the entrance side of the 
building, 

A covered canopy creates open 
corridors which are consequently 
available for instructional use and 
the hallway to the resource center 
becomes a display area where such 
things as a model solar system 
can be exhibited, 

Potentially noisy or messy ace= 
tivities are arranged for in two 
towers that flank the school at the 
rear. Here there will be a science

Assessors 
Awaiting 
Tax News 


The Andover board of assessors 
is expecting notification today or 
Friday that the State Tax Com= 
missioner has approved the $25 tax 
rate they are recommending for 
1967,

Service Corps Continues Tug Of Wa; ts

The Commonwealth Service 
Corps took its gloves off last week 
and broadened its fight with the 
farm bloc over the rights of the 
some 4000 migrant farm workers 
who are employed in this state 
each growing season, 

Blaming itself for recent defeat 


MR. CUTLER of legislation which would have 
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reluctant farmers to let 
migrant employees see visitors, 
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Corpsmen included, the Corps has 
released notarized affidavits fron 
six area coordinators to document 
its contention that some Massa=# 
chusetts farmers are keeping 
migrants ‘isolated from the out- 
side world in general and from 
Service Corps employees in pare 
ticular.’’ Among farmers listed 
as uncooperative are four from 
Andover, 

The move was made inan attempt 
to gain Senate approval for a 
‘‘visitors’’ amendment to a state 
migrant minimum wage measure 
which passed the House earlier this 
month without a visitors amend- 
ment, One was introduced, but 
defeated with a standing vote of 
88 - 14, Service Corps Director 
John C, Cort told a press con= 
ference last week that his staff 
did not ‘‘take sufficient pains’’ to 
get information about its ex= 
periences with farmers to 
members of the House before its 
vote because the Corps felt the 
cause was ‘‘so clearly right.’’ 

Released with the other affi- 
davits was one submitted by Gor- 
don C, Reardon who heads a Corps 
area office located on the campus 
of Phillips Academy. Reporting 
that seven farms within his terri- 
tory have refused to allow the CSC 
to communicate with their migrant 
workers, either on or offthe farm, 
Reardon included the names of 
four from this community along, 
with comments about each 
farmer’s reaction to the proposal 
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that the Corps be permitted to 
meet with seasonal Puerto Rican 
farm hands, 

The reports on Andover farmers 
read as follows: 

Benjamin Dargoonian, 22 Blanch= 
ard St.: ‘‘You cannot come on the 
farm or see the men off the farm 
because of my dislike of the Com= 
monwealth Service Corps, (State= 
ments made to Maria Reyes of the 
CSC staff and Reardon during a 
personal visit to the farm,) 

Joseph Vartabedian, 64 Bellevue 
Rd.; ‘*No one from the Common-= 
wealth Service Corps can see the 
migrants on or off the farm, (Con= 
tacted by Miss Reyes and Reardon.) 

Charles Tateosian, 1 Blanchard 
St.: ‘‘My men cannot see you onor 
off the farm at any time,” (State- 
ment made to Miss Reyes.) 

A. L. Loosigian, 406 Lowell St,: 
““No one from the Commonwealth 
Service Corps may see my menon 
or off the farm,’ (Statement re- 
ported by Miss Reyes.) 

All these farmers, Reardon said, 
have stuck with their initial deci- 
sion, 


A fifth farmer, Roger Lewis of 
28 Laurel Ln., has refused to let 
the Corps work with migrants on 
his farm, but he permitted one on= 
farm meeting and has said thathis 
men may meet with Corpsmen 
elsewhere during their free time, 
(Report of a conversation with 
Reardon and Peter Brown of the 
CSC staff, 

Director Reardon said this week 
that Ace Essoian of 82 Bellevue 
Rd, has just agreed to let the Corps 
meet with his men after refusing 
last spring to permit any contact, 

Among the farmers refusing all 
contact with the Service Corps this 
year are some who did not resist 
last year, 

Now they have joined others in 
the Farm Bureau Assn, to keep 
the Corps out because, they say, 
the CSC wants to substitute its 
programs for that of other agencies 
now serving the migrantinMassa= 
chusetts, including those of the 
Puerto Rican Department of Labor, 
the Migrant Ministry of the Massa= 
chusetts Council of Churches and 
the state Department of Public 
Health, 

The Farm Bureau reports also 
that it regards Corps teachers 
as highly motivated but inex= 
perienced, And some individual 
farmers, here and elsewhere, have 
complained too about the fact that 
so many Corps instructors are 
young women, Hinting that it al- 
ready has or could mean trouble 
for them, a few have said in the 
spring that this is the reason they 
are refusing to cooperate,

The Phillips Academy Summer 
Session played host on Monday and 
Tuesday to Joseph Fletcher, author 
of the controversial book, ‘‘Situa= 
tion Ethics’? and professor of 
social ethics at Episcopal Theol- 
ogical School in Cambridge, 

Speaking toanall-schoolasseme= 
bly on Monday morning, Prof, 
Fletcher said that the significance 
of the ‘‘new morality’’ should not 
be minimized; that it represents a 
method of making up _ one’s 
conscience in ways appropriate 
to individual circumstances where 
there are no longer any absolute 
generalizations applicable, 

In his comments, he stated that 
every one of the Ten Command= 
ments should be qualified by 
the word ‘‘ordinarily’’ and went on 
to assert that he was on the PA 
campus to discuss with students 
specific times when, for example, 
‘it is our moral obligation to 
steal’®, Although Prof, Fletcher 
emphasized that in situation ethics

or ethical relativism there are no 


wrong’’, he sketched four basic 
propositions which he uses in dis- 
cussions of specific cases of the 
new morality in operation: 

@® ‘Our business, if we are 
conscientious, is to love people 
and use things = not the reverse’’ 

@ ‘Our business is to love 
people and not principles" 

@ ‘‘We ought to live by the law 
of love and never by the love of 
law"’ 

@ ‘We do not have any absolute 
principles”

First Things First 


Officials of all the municipal boards and committees 
directly involved with the planning, financing and con- 
struction of a public school in Andover met as one for 
the first time in history this week to jointly consider the 


Bancroft School proposal which is to be presented to the 


townspeople next month. 


And what did they talk about? 

The curbings — shouldn’t they be granite instead of 
concrete; the roof — shouldn’t it be in one unit and flat 
rather than multi-leveled and pitched; the parking lot — 
shouldn’t it be square instead of round; the beams — 
shouldn’t they be steel instead of wood . . . etc. etc. etc. 

No one, not a single person, asked a question about how 
the design and construction plans for the building relate 
to changing concepts in the field of elementary education. 
And no one showed the least interest in knowing whether 
or not there are valid reasons for believing that the 
children and teachers who are to inhabit the building will 
enjoy it and benefit from working in a kind of school 
environment that is new to Andover. 

We are not suggesting that questions about construction 
and maintenance costs, safety and the like should not be 
asked. They are important. We are simply suggesting that 
officials and voters considering the Bancroft School plan 
should satisfy themselves first that the building is func- 
tional; that it is designed to permit educational progress. 

Next comes the question of cost. Will the building be 
practical? Not, will it be cheap? — for this community is 
obviously not interested in throwing up the cheapest thing 
possible — but rather, will Andover be getting a quality 
school for a reasonable price? It is upon these considera- 
tions primarily that Town Meeting must base its decision 


about the Bancroft School.

Merrimack Looks Ahead In Its 20th Year 


This is Merrimack College’s 
20th anniversary year, but there 
are no plans for a celebration 
extravaganza at Wilson’s Corner, 

‘There is peril as well as 
prestige in pausing to look back,”’ 
so far as Rev, Vincent A, McQuade, 
president, is concerned, 

And, furthermore, he takes a 
modest view of the college’s ac- 
complishments, ‘‘Merrimack Col- 
lege and its total development 
simply mirrors the economic and 
social renaissance that has beén 
taking place in and around the cities 
of Lawrence, Lowell and Haverhill, 
of Lawrence, Lowell and Haver- 
hill,’ he says, 

With this comment he refers to 
the economic rejuvenation that has 
taken place in the last twogenera= 
tions-a period that has brought 
the demise of greatness in the 
world textile industry for the three 
Merrimack River cities and the 
development of a sturdy diversified 
economy to support the one-million 
people living in northern Essex 
and Middlesex Counties, 

The challenge to stay inthe swim 
created the unforgetable economic 
pressures of the 1940’s, In the 
midst of this challenge, Merri= 
mack College was founded and 
located in the historic towns of 
Andover and North Andover, It was 
1947 and the area responded when 
Richard Cardinal Cushing, Arch= 
bishop of Boston, sounded the call 
for the construction of an institu- 
tion of higher learning in the 
Valley, 

The decision followed several 
meetings with a Haverhill labor 
management committee concerned 
with the availability of employment 
and rehabilitation programs for 
returning World War II veterans, 
Some of the Merrimack Valley men 
who worked on this committee 
were: Andrew J, Germain, Ellery 
Atwood, J, Leo Cronin, Sidney L,

Father McQuade, professor of 
sociology and chairman of the 
veteran’s bureau at Villanova Uni= 
versity was appointed president 
in December 1946 and in the sum= 
mer of 1947 construction of the 
first building of Merrimack Col+ 
lege was begun at the junction of 
the Andover, North Andover town 
lines, 

On Sept, 29, 1947, the first stu= 
dents began studies at Merrimack 
and four years later, 112 received 
the first degrees awarded by the 
College, 

The modest beginning, paced by 
a prudent and sustained develop 
thent program, has enabled Mer= 
rimack to achieve the aims of its 
first trustees and founders and at 
the saime time become a moderate 
sized college of first rank, 

The college has had from the 
beginning widespread moral and 
financial community support, Of= 
ficers of large foundation andcor= 
porate gift programs today still 
marvel at the exceptionally high 
community support of development 
programs at Merrimack College 
officials report, 


Conducted by the Augustinian 
Fathers, Merrimack College today 
is a four-year, undergraduate, 
Catholic, co-educational soilege, 
with courses in three full-time 
divisions = liberal arts, business 
administration and engineering, Its 
evening division offers associate 
degrees and bachelor degrees in 
business administration and en 
gineering, 


The total number of faculty and 
administration personnel has risen 
in the past ten years from 62 to 
159 and includes 40 Ph.Ds and 76 
with masters degrees, The en= 
rollment has grown from 894 to 
2670 (including representatives 
from 12 foreign countries) and 
some 1400 persons attend night and 
summer courses at the college,

The wild, sweet song of 
Thoreau’s ‘‘mysterious  night- 
warbler’® awakened me at a recent 
midnight, 

It was a loud, clear song quite 
unlike any heard in daylight, A 
Southerner might have mistaken it 
for the nocturnal music of a mock= 
ingbird, Indeed, had it not been 
for Charlotte Smith of the Massa= 
chusetts Audobon Society, the night 
bird would have been as much a 
mystery to me asit was to Thoreau 
throughout his lifetime, 


Thoreau almost solved the 
mystery once, But, he failed to 
follow through on his May 19, 


1858, note in his Journal; ‘‘Heard 
the night-warbler begin his strain 
just like an ovenbird!”* 

The night-warbler is the oven= 
bird. Mrs, Smith called my ate 
tention to the late Edward Howe 
Forbush’s comments, which in» 
clude a colorful description of the 
song, He wrote; 

“One evening as I lingered in 
the woods until twilight came, I 
heard in the air a wild outburst of 
intricate rapturous melody ase 
cending far above the treetops, and 
saw the little singer rising against 
the glow of the western sk y, pouring 
out his passion song to the slowly 
rising moon,”’ .

The night singer of my neigh= 
borhood sings from the white pine 
stand near the house, He sings 
later than twilight, although to the 
best of my memory, he requires 
moonlight, The song seldom hap= 
pens more than once a summer, 
The fact that the loud, liquid notes 
awaken me speaks highly of the 
tone volume, Anyone aware of the 
volume of the ovenbird’s ‘‘teacher, 
Teacher, TEACHER"’ song-which 
is among the more familiar wood= 
land songs in New England - will 
appreciate the ovenbird’s loud= 
ness, 

Singing at night is unusual for a 
songbird, It is a time for owlcalls 
or night heron squawks, The oven= 
bird, however, uses darkness to 
break the monotony of his familiar 
song pattern, 

Forbush notes that; ‘*Thoreau 
speaks often of this ‘mysterious 
night - warbler’ but apparently 
never identified it, His anxiety to 
know the source of this night 
melody was so great that Emerson 
warned him to cease trying to find 
out what it was lest he succeed and 
‘thereafter lose all interest in 
life,* °°

Last February Joseph E, Barton 
Sr. of 34 Florence St, took his 
family and went to visit Joe Barton 
Tr. in Cargagena, Colombia where 
un 25-year-old college graduate

He came home feeling lucky to 
be an American and willing to do 
something to help his son improve 


the lot of the people he saw there, 7 


particularly the children, 

During his early months in 
Colombia, Joe Barton Jr, used 
games as a means of establishing 
communication and building con= 
fidence in the poverty neighbor= 
hoods where his job takes him, 

But he always had to work with 
makeshift equipment, something, 
he and his father discussed while 
they visited last winter, Out of 
those talks has come Operation 
Handclasp and Joe Barton Sr,’s 
drive to collect new or well-cared= 


for sports equipment in time for § 


shipment to Colombia aboard the 
U.S.S. Glennon which sails next 
month, 

Barton is asking Andover resi- 
dents and organizations for contri= 
butions which may be left at the 
Elks Home on Park Street between 
now and Aug, 7, 


Donations have already been re= 
ceived from Phillips Academy and 
the Tyer Division of Converse 
Rubber Co, and the Elks have 
agreed to handle the packing, 

From Colombia this week came 
word from Corpsman Barton about 
his plans for equipment collected 
and the work of his organization, 

**Part of the Peace Corps pro= 
gram here in Cartagena, Colom= 
bia’*’ he writes ‘thas been the 
organization of baseball teams 
from the poor barrios (a barrio 
is the latin American name for the 
urban communities that make up 
their city) to play in a league 
which approximates the Little 
League in the United States, At 
the present time there are twenty 
teams playing regularly in the 
league, There is almost no equip= 
ment available for these children 
and they usually improvise their 
gloves out of canvas and stuffing 
of cloth, The cost of a real glove 
is way beyond their means and 
we have had to borrow gloves for 
many of the games, All of these 
children come from the poorest 
barrios of this city and their 
parents run the teams and ‘find 
coaches from the same barrio, 
Baseball is a very popular sport 
here but almost no one has equip= 
ment and what is available is only 
used in big games, 


“In the face of the misery and 
poverty that one sees here, it is 
often difficult to see why there is 
a need for sports and recreation, 
Living in conditions that are sub= 
human, a child gets apathetic and 
sits around all day without any 
activity, The children sometimes 
play at games that bring them into 
unhealthy conditions, Also parents 
lose interest in their children and 
the whole cycle of diliquency be= 
gins, Through organized sports the 
children are active, They learn to 
participate and compete with other 
players and learn team play and 
good sportsmanship, Also the 
parents take more interestinthetr 
well being, These sports programs 
take place in barrios where the 
Peace Corps is working incommu= 
nity development, Tomorrow we 
may be helping the same people to

I couldn’t have them here, From 
that we talked about asking people 
to donate old or unused gloves and 
then looking for a waytosend them 
down here to Colombia, Recently 
we found out that the United States 
Navy is making a trip here in 
August for maneuvers with the 
Colombia Navy. One of the ships 
will be leaving from Newport, 
R, I, and the Captain of the ship 
has agreed to carry the equipment, 


““‘The collection of this equip= 
ment will benefit about three 
hundred children directly and other 
people indirectly, The program is 
supervised by the Peace Corps 
volunteers working here in Care 
tagena so that you can be sure 
that the equipment will be put to 
good use, This is your chance to 
show an underdeveloped country 
that the people of the United States 
are interested in helping them.’’
